THE HEAT KILLS THE BABIES. 


;Thls Is the kind of weather in which the babies suffer and die In large 


numbers, especially when not properly cared for. 


It should be- distinctly understood thut no baby should be exposed to the 


htit of the sun In such weather as this. It Is pitiable to sec little ones 
carted about the streets In a poorly shaded baby carriage when the tem- 
ptrature ranges from 95 to 101. It would not be strange to find such babies 
c«»t Into convulsions by tho heat. 


What probably docs happen Is. that their stomachs are so upset that 


they cannot taKc any food for several days and may fall sudden victims of 
cholera Infantum. 


'The babies need /re«h air; but It must be had In the shade and In 


the shade where there is no radiation from heated streets. 
The 
reflected 


heat.of the.sun from the heated walls and pavements Is almost equal to the 
direct lieat'.of.thc sun. 


• In such a case the shady side of the street Is likely to be too hot for a 


baby when the temperature Is up to K or 30 degrees. 


The shade from thick trees. In a grove or n clump of elms Is the shade 


that will afford the proper protection for a baby.

There Is very Jlttle shade on Fort Hill: there arc somo good shade trees 


on, the South .common and more on the North common; but of course a baby 
might be killed by taking'It any long distance to any 
of these places 


through th* heated, streets.

Tho'baby may be safely taken out along the shady streets early In th« 


morning or late In tho afternoon, without danger. 


For the scores of habits Buffering from cholera Infantum there Is no cure 


except to take them to the country where they can be kept cool and receive 


, nullnble food. 
In hot wcathtr children, like adults, can get along with less 


f»od than In .cold weather, and tho safest course Is to undorfcod them In hot 
wc»th«r.

though, American women are waking 
up to our physical defects and to tho 
necessity for correcting theae In them- 
selves and In their children. 


The teacher of physical education for 


women and children Is nearly as much 
in demand as the Instructor In music. 
In truth, the demand Is far greater 
than the supply, and a refined, well 
educated, athletic young woman with 
her own living to earn could select no 
better paying occupation than that of 
gymnasium Instructor. Last year at a 
physical training school In Boston there 
were twenty-five students in the grad- 
uating class for teachers, while the In 
stltutlon had on tile US applications for 
such teachers. The applications came 
from colleges attended by girl stu- 
dentn. 


The first thing for American women 


to realize Is that a child needs physical 
education as much as it needs food. 
Tho perfect body Is one whoso owner 
has all It? muscles under control and 
developed to their highest working ef- 
ficiency. The little Jap girl's education 
begins as soon as she has left Infancy. 
It is also true, though, that a woman 
whose physical education was neglected 
In her childhood can remedy tho er- 
ror at any age. Just as ono can at any 
ago learn to read and write. 


There has been opened In connection 


with Columbia university, In New 
York, tho most nearly perfect women's 
gymnasium In the world. It Is open 
not only to women students, but to all 
women who wish to make use of Its 
unexcelled facilities for • rendering the 
feminine body strong, graceful and 
supple. Tho building and equipments 
cost $400.000. 
Of this J110.000 was 


paid for apparatus. 
There are four 


handball courts, three bowling alleys, a 
fencing room, a runnlngr track and a 
largo swimming pool. All capable In- 
structors agree that If any one physical 
exercise is really tho best, of those now 
In fashion, that one Is swimming. 
It 


has the additional advantage of culti- 
vating cool hcadc'dness and steadiness 
of nerve in a woman, thus striking at 
the root of that silly cowardice and 
physical timidity which have been for 
so many centuries fostered In the wom- 


tsacher of bodily development It Is not 
now sufficient even to take the ordinary 
course of physical Instruction. 


Two years must be given to special 


work by the would be teacher even aft- 
er tho ordinary gymnastic course In a 
college. She must learn anatomy and 
physiology, likewise hygiene.. Sh» must 
have anthropometry, or the measuring 
of the human body, at her finger ends. 
There, too. Is klneslolosy. the knowledge 
of muscular movements, one of tho 
most dlfncult and at the same time 
most important of all. 


The teacher must be able to detect 


physical defects and apply the euro 
to pigeon toes, wabbling. Incurving 
knees, high hips, round 
shoulders, 


large stomachs and flat chests and 
even spinal curvatures.

to be an expert In physical education.

York is one who both gives and la- 
bors, A direct descendant of old John 
Jacob Astor the first, who founded the 
great millionaire family In America 
Miss Chanler has In her own right ai 
Income of {30.000 a y«-nr. 
But .Miss 


Chanler has both heart and brain, i 
brain largo enough to grasp tho on 
portunity that a rich woman has to 
help the race. She seemed to know In- 
stinctively that wealth Is a trust to be 
administered for the real good of all. 


First the general public came to 


know of her when, at the commence- 
ment of the Spr.nlsh-Amerlc.tn war 
Margaret Astor Chanler took a course 
of Instruction at a lied Cross training 
school and then offered her services to 
the government. 
She went to- Porto 


Rico with a. number of Red Cro? 
nurses. !n Ponce Miss Chanler hired a 
large house as a hospital for sick and 
wounded soldiers. She herself was su- 
perintendent and matron of the hos- 
pital. General Miles asked her to Join 
the regular corps of United States army 
nurses, which would bring her In closer 
relation with the military authorities 
and give her more power of action. 
She did this. The hospital was en- 
larged till It Included two more houses 
Miss Chanler presiding over them all! 
The expense of the whole establish- 
ment was paid by Miss Chanler aria a 
few of her Interested friends. 


Ml.«s Chanler might have done all she 


did for soldiers In the Spanish war and 
not much would have been said of It 
had she not been a millionaire and a 
member of New York's fashionable set 
But perhaps because it Is unusual for 
a fashionable rich woman to do broadly 
useful things, comment was excited by 
Miss Chanler's work. In January. 1859 
congress passed a resolution bestow- 
ing on her a gol'd medal "In recognition 
of her work for II) and wounded sol- 
dlere In Porto Rico." The New York 
legislature, in a beautifully engrossed 
resolution, likewise thanked the lady 
tor her patriotism and humanity. 


Thus the Spanish-American war In- 


cident In Miss Chanler's life closed, but 
It marked the beginning of her public 
usefulness.

THE HEAT KILLS THE BABIES. 


This Is the. kind of weather In which the babies suffer nnd die In large 


numbers, especially when not properly cared for. 


It should be distinctly understood that no baby should be exposed to the 


heat of the sun In such weather as this. U Is pitiable to sco little, ones 
carted about the streets in a poorly shaded baby carriage when the tem- 
perature ranges from 95 to 100. It would not be strange to nnd such babies 
cast Into convulsions by the heat. 


What probably docs happen Is, that their stomachs arc so upset that 


they cannot take any food for several days nnd may fall sudden victims of 
cholera Infantum. 


The babies need fresh air; but it must be had In the shade nnd In 


' the shade where there Is no radiation from heated streets. 
The reflected 


heat of the «un from the heated walls and pavements is almost equal to tho 
direct heat of tho sun. 


In such a case the shady side or the street Is likely to be too hot for a 


baby when th* temperature Is up to 85 or 90 degrees. 


The ahade from thick trees, in a grove or a clump of elms Is tho shade 


that will afford the proper protection for a baby. 


There Is very little nhadc on Fort Hill; there are some good shada trees 


on the South common and more on the North common; but of course a baby 
might be killed by taking It any long distance to any of theso places 
through the heated streets. 


The baby may be safely taken out along the shady streets early In tho 


morning or lato In the afternoon, without danger. 


For the scores of babies suffering from cholera Infnntum there Is no cure 


except lo take them to tho country whore they can be kept cool and receive 
suitable food. In hot weather children, like adults, can get nlonfr with less 
food thin In cold wcatBsr, and tho safe«t courie Is to underfeed thorn In hot

HEN" physical education has as 


much attention given to It In 
our country as Is the case In 


Japan the American people will bo un- 
doubtedly the handsomest race In civi- 
lization. All the world must at present 
sit at the feet of the Japs In tho mat- 
ter 
or 
bodily 
training. 
Happily 


though, American women aro waking 
up to our physical defects nnd to tho 
necessity for correcting these In them- 
selves and In their children. 


The teacher of physical education for 


women and children Is nearly as much 
In demand as the Instructor In music. 
Jn truth, the demand Is far greater 
than tho supply, and a refined, well 
educated, athletic young woman with 
her own living to earn could select no 
better paying occupation than that of 
gymnasium Instructor. I-ast 'year at a 
physical training school In Iloston there 
were twenty-five students In tho grad- 
uating class for teachers, while tho In 
stltutlon had on Ille 125 applications for 
such teachers. The applications came 
from colleges attended by girl stu- 
dents. 


Tho first thing for American women 


to realize Is that a child needs physical 
education as much as It needs food. 
Tho perfect body is one whoso owner 
lias all Its muscles under control and 
developed to their highest working ef- 
ficiency. Tho little Jap girl's education 
logins as soon as she has left Infancy. 
It U also true, though, that a woman 
whose physical education was neglected 
n her childhood can remedy the er- 
ror at any age. Just as one can at any 
age learn to read and write. 


There has been opened In connection 
i-Ith Columbia university. In New 
York, tho most nearly perfect women's 
gymnasium In tho world. 
U Is open 


lot only to women students, but to all 
vomen who wish to make use of Its 
unexcelled facilities for rendering tho 
emlnlno body strong, graceful and 
upple. Tho building nnd equipments 
ost 5400,000. 
Of this {110,000 was 


inld for apparatus. 
There are four 


landball courts, three bowling alleys, a 
fencing room, a running track and a 
largo swimming pool. All capable In- 
structors agree that If any ono physical 
exercise Is really tho best, of those now 
In fashion, that one Is swimming. 
It 


has the additional advantage of culti- 
vating cool headcdncss nnd steadiness 
of ncrvo in a woman, thus striking at 
tho root of that silly cowardice and 
physical timidity which havo been for 
so many centuries fostered In the wom- 
an sex. 


As an all round exercise cycling Is 


about as good as swimming. Running, 
too. Is one of tho best of the general 
exercises for women, and college girls 
havo long since exploded tho supersti- 
tion that a woman cannot run. In a 


teacher of bodily development It Is not 
now sulllck-nt oven 10 take tho ordinary 
couria of physical Instruction. 


Two yearn must be given to special 


work by tho would be teacher even aft- 
er the ordinary gyninaMlo course In ,1 
college. She must learn anatomy and 
physiology, llkowlse hygiene. Sh-s must 
have anthropometry, or tho measuring 
of the human body, at her linger enda. 
There, too. Is klneslology, tho knowledga 
of muscular movements, one of tho 
most dllllcult and ut tho ».imo time 
most Important of all.

Miss Margaret Aslor Chanlcr of X 


York Is one who both gives nnd la- 
.bors. A direct descendant of old John 
Jacob Astor the llrst. who founded tl 
great millionaire family In America 
Miss Chanler has In her own right ni 
Income of {30,000 a year. 
But Miss 


Chanler has both heart and brain, 
brain largo enough to grasp tho op- 
porlunlly that a rich woman has to 
help the race. She seemed to know in- 
stinctively that wealth Is a trust to bo 
administered for the real good of all. 


First the general public came to 


know of her when, nt the commence- 
ment of the Spanish-American war 
Margaret Astor Chanler took a course 
of Instruction nt a Red Cross training 
fchool and then offered her services to 
the government. 
She went to Porto 


Rico with a number of Red Cross 
nurses. !n Ponce Miss Chanlcr hired a 
large house as a hospital for sick and 
wounded soldiers.' She herself was su- 
perintendent and matron of tho hos- 
pital. General Miles asked her to Join 
the regular corps of United States army 
nurses, which would bring her In closer 
relation with the military authorities 
and give her more power of action. 
She did this. 
The hospital was en- 


larged till It Included two more houses. 
Miss Chanler presiding over them all. 
The expense of the whole establish- 
ment was paid by Miss Chanler and a 
few of her Interested friends. 


Miss Chanler might have done all she 


did for soldiers In the Spanish war and 
not much would have been taid of H 
had she not been a millionaire and a 
member of New York's fashionable set. 
But perhaps because it Is unusual for 
a fashionable rich woman to do broadly 
useful things, comment was excited by 
Miss Chanler's work. In January. 1SOD. 
congress passed a resolution bestow- 
ing on her a gold medal "In recognition 
of her work for 111 and wounded sol- 
dleru in Porto Rico." The New York 
legislature, In a beautifully engrossed 
resolution. likewise thanked the lady 
for her patriotism and humanity. 


Thus the Spanish-American war In- 


cident In Miss Chanler's life closed, but 
Jt marked tho beginning of her public 
usefulness. 
Some 
patriotic, 
public 


spirited women In New York had form- 
ed the Woman's Municipal league, a 
oody organized for civic betterment In 
many 
directions. 
Miss Chanler, 
a 


stanch advocate oj progress and of 
rights for her own sex, Including the 
right to vote, joined tho league and bo- 
came one of Its officers and most active 
mcmbtrn. 


For the past two years shi> him shown 


th« w«y in a charity In which her ox- 


ample might well be followed by thn 
thousands of rich women who board 
up the doors and windows of their 
sumptuous city homes every spring 
and leave thorn empty and useless till 
winter returns. 
Miss Clianler's town 


houro Is a spacious marble mansion on 
Riverside drive, overlooking the Hud- 
son river In upper New York city. Kach 
summer the philanthropist owner re- 
move's the 
furniture 
from tho 
two 


lower floors of her home and turns them 
Into a hospital for flck children of the 
poor. . 


The cooling west breezo from the 


Hudson river sweeps through the wide 
windows of the large house. In front 
across the drive. Is Riverside, park, one 
"f the most picturesque lilts of land- 
yoa|n> In the country. All summer l 
Miss Chanler's proteges play In this 
park when they are well enough. Ha 
blt-s that cannot walk are wheeled there 
liy white capped nurses who care for 
them tenderly.

ihouKhlful kindness on the part of tin 
rich young woman.

throat as he was gasping for the last 
time. 


He had tied together the two strips 


of the suspenders worn by him In Jail 
and looped them around a bar at thi! 
foot of hl» Iron cot. Into this loop he 
inserted his head. 


Throwing himself to 
the 
floor 
he 


turned over several times, thus twist- 
Ing the loop about his neck. 


With each turn of the body, the nooso 


became tighter, gradually choking him 
to death. When finally rescued he was 
in convulsions and, had he been allow- 
ed to remain In this position 10 seconds 
longer, undoubtedly he would havo suc- 
ceeded In his design. 


The veins In his neck Blood out like 


cords, his eyes 
bulged 
from 
their 


pockets: his face was distorted, indi- 
cating the. terrible agony he bore in his 
mad desire to end his life. 


Not for tw-o hours after the bands 


had been cut away, and he was re- 
moved to a bed in the sick ward, waa 
he resuscitated sufficiently to he able to 
speak. Then he denounced his rescuer 
In the vilest terms, because he had 
saved his life. 


The attempt, as has since developed, 


was the result of plans premeditated 
by the would-he suicide several hours 
previous. 
After a restless night, fn 


which he had Indulged In every kind 
of wild dream, the prisoner was 1111- 
usuSlly depressed yesterday morning. 
He complained at everything. He ob- 
jected to food that was served 
him 


and refused to eat. During the whole 
morning he grumbled to himself. Ono 
of his chief grievances was 
the "in- 


justice of the constitutional laws of the 
United States." The criminal 
courts 


particularly, he declared, were most 
unfair In administering justice.

Idea finally took a firm hold on hla 
mind, and the more he thoug'.t of I'
